INTRODUCTION 


Christian  Raber  had  five  sons  and  five  daughters,  but  this 
history  is  of  his  son  Daniel  and  his  descendants.  The  other 
brothers  and  sisters  are  unknown  to  the  writer  as  they  settled 
in  different  parts  of  the  United  States,  but  if  they  increased 
as  much  as  Daniel’s  family,  they  would  make  a  fair  sized  city. 
In  1929  the  writer  and  his  wife  visited  Germany.  Hackenau  is 
on  Lake  Constance,  which  lies  between  Germany  and  Switzerland. 
This  little  village  on  the  Lake  lies  a  few  miles  from  Fried- 
r-chaefen.  From . the  village  one  can  look  out  over  the  lake 
and  see  the  rolling  hills  and  in  the  distance,  the  snow-covered 
/ij.ps  -  a^ beautiful  scene,  long  to  be  remembered.  As  the  story 
goes,  believe  it  or  not,  these  two  Raber  families  lived  as  ten¬ 
ants  on  a  large  estate  owned  by  the  Crown  Prince  of  Baden.  The 
building  was  a  large  brick  building  about  100  feet  by  40  fees, 
three  stories  high.  The  lower  story  was  where  the  stock  was 
housed^ and  on  tne  one  side  you  could  walk  into  the  second  story 
from  the  street.  The  other  side  was  much  lower  and  one  could 
walk  into  the  first  floor.  The  second  floor  was  used  then  as 
a  town  hall  where  the  city  official  offices  were,  as  the  story 
goes.  These  people  undoubtedly  were  followers  of  some  refor¬ 
mation  leader.  They  were  called  Viter  Tauffer.  They  did  not 
believe  in  infant  baptism,  believing  only  in  baptism  after  con¬ 
version,  They  believed  it  was  wrong  to  go  to  war  and  to  carry 
arms  to  kill  your  fellow  men.  These  people  had  boys and  girls 
and  the  priest  didn’t  want  these  children  to  associate  with-^ 
their  Catholic  children  with  the  result  that  the  priest  did  all 
he  could  to  have  these  children  expelled  from  the  estate.  So 
they  chose  to  live  in  America,  the  land  of  the  free.  We  are 
thankful  for  their  wise  decision,  as  his  descendants  now  live 
in  the  greatest  country  in  the  world  that  God  created,  and  we 
have  the  privilege  of  enjoying  the  blessings  of  this  decision. 
Christian  sailed  to  America  in  1837  and  his  brother,  having 
a  large  family,  sailed  a  few  months  later.  I  am  safe  in  say¬ 
ing  these  people  have  made  good  citizens  and  have  not  become 
a  burden  to  society,  wherever  they  may  be  residing,

RABER  HISTORY 


Christian  Raber  was  born  in  Baden,  Germany,  in  1784 .^He 
loft  Hackenau,  Baden,  Germany,  in  1837  with  his  third  wife. 

Vo  did  not  learn  if  he  had  children  by  the  first  two  wives. 

1  3se  are  children  by  the  third  wife:  John,  Daniel,  Abraham, 

E  .edicc,  Christian,  Bina,  Barbara,  Katherine,  Annie  and 
E_  .zabet'n.  They  settled  in  Hamilton  County,  Ohio  near  Cin- 
c,  mat-.  His  occupation  was  running  a  distillery  and  he  met 
wich  financial  losses,  so  In  1840  they  moved  to  Lee  County, 
Iowa  pioneering  on  the  raw  prairie  with  a  settlement  of  Amish* 

Christian  was  an  Amish  minister.  These  Amish  people  were 
r.i 'd  wor*king  prosperous  farmers  and  brought  some  money  Into 
th-s  ne.v  country  and  encountered  many  hardships.  Several 
heads  of  families  were  murdered  supposedly  by  Brigham  Young's 
followers  and  a  short  time  later  these  Mormon  people  were 
ar_.ven  to  Utah.  Christian  Raber  entered  400  acres  of  govern¬ 
ment  land  18  miles  northwest  of  Keokuk,  Iowa,  near  Charles¬ 
ton* 


There  were  many  Indians  there  then,  and  wild  buffalo* 

They  farmed  with  ox  teams  and  hauled  wheat  18  miles  to  the 
Mississippi  River,  getting  22  cents  a  bushel  for  it* 

Christian  Raber  died  suddenly  from  the  shock  of  one  of 
his  sons  being  shot  accidently.  The  son  was  not  killed  but 
lost  an  arm  in  the  accident.  Christian  died  at  the  age  of  64 
in  the  year  1848,  and  was  buried  in  the  neighborhood. 

SECOND  GENERATION 

Daniel  Raber  was  born  near  Hackenau,  Baden,  Germany,  on 
May  1,  1823,  and  came  to  America  with  his  parents  in  1837* 

When  a  young  man  he  went  to  Wayne  County,  Ohio,  where  he  met 
Susanna  Naf singer  and  on  Feb.  22,  1848,  they  were  married  at 
the  home  of  his  brother,  John  Raber.  They  started  to  Lee 
County,  Iowa,  after  a  few  weeks'  visit  with  relatives  and 
friends  in  Ohio.  They  took  the  stage  to  the  Ohio  River, 
where  they  took  the  steamboat  down  the  Ohio  River  to  the 
Mississippi  River,  there  changing  boats  to  Keokuk,  Iowa. 

They  were  on  their  way  thirty  days.  When  they  reached  home, 
they  found  the  father,  Christian  Raber,  had  died.  Christian 
had  built  a  new  home  and  requested  that  the  young  couple  oc¬ 
cupy  the  new  home. 

Susanna  Naf singer  was  bom  In  Esternacht,  Rhenish,  Prussia, 
Prensen,  Germany,  August  2,  1827.  Her  father  lost  his  fortune 
during  the  Napoleon  war,  so  in  the  year  1844  she  decided  to 
come  to  America  where  she  had  a  sister,  a  Mrs.  Richer.  She 
took  the  stage  coach  at  Luxemburg,  via  Paris,  France,  entered 
a  boat  as  steerage  and  landed  in  New  York  after  three  months 
on  the  high  seas,  and  worked  as  cook  In  a  hotel  to  earn  a  little 
oney.  While  there  she  located  her  sister  in  Wayne  County,  Ohio. 
Her  sister  sent  her  some  money  in  a  letter  and  she  took  this 
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letter  with  her  one  lonely  Sunday  afternoon  as  she  took  a  walk 
in  Central  Park  along  the  Hudson  River.  She  sat  down  on  the 
river  bank  and  reread  the  letter  and  the  wind  took  the  paper 
money  out  of  her  lap  and  it  floated  down  the  waters  of  the  Hud¬ 
son  while  Susanna  sat  there  crying  over  her  plight.  She  was  in 
New  York  about  a  year  when  she  finally  started  for  Ohio  by 
stage  coach.  Several  children  where  they  stayed  over  night  took 
sick  with  measles  and  by  the  time  Susanna  landed  near  her  sis¬ 
ter,  she  was  not  feeling  well.  She  still  had  a  long  distance 
to  walk  and  upon  reaching  her  sister* s  yard  fence  she  fainted. 

Her  sister  saw  her  coming  and  went  out  and  assisted  her  into  the 
house.  Her  husband  was  not  at  home,  so  she  ran  to  a  neighbor 
for  help.  The  neighbor  woman  came  along  and  Susanna  was  worried 
that  she  was  among  gypsies,  for  this  woman  smoked  a  pipe,  was 
barefooted  and  had  on  a  big  slat  sunbonnet.  When  she  told  this 
story  years  later  to  her  grandchildren,  she  smiled  and  said, 

“Now  I  have  done  these  same  things  myself,"  for  she  smoked  a 
great  deal  for  past- time. 

She  was  very  sick  with  measles  the  first  few  weeks  in  Ohio. 
After  marriage  to  Daniel  Raber  in  1848  they  lived  ten  years  in 
Lee  County,  Iowa.  In  October,  1858,  they  loaded  their  five 
children  and  household  goods  on  two  wagons,  one  ox  team  and  one 
team  of  horses,  and  started  for  Hickory  County,  Missouri,  by  the 
way  of  Boonville,  crossing  the  Missouri  River  on  a  ferryboat. 
Missouri  had  no  railroad  at  this  time  and  everything  that  was 
shipped  into  Missouri  came  over  the  Mississippi  and  Missouri 
rivers.  They  landed  In  Hickory  County  in  mid-winter  and  traded 
team  of  horses  and  wagon  and  $60  for  200  acres  of  land  which  they 
proceded  to  improve  and  live  on,  only  to  learn  later  that  they 
had  to  homestead  the  land  from  the  Government.  They  had  no 
money  left  to  speak  of  and  no  feed.  They  built  a  log  cabin  14 
by  16  feet  with  a  ladder  to  climb  to  the  loft  where  the  chil¬ 
dren  slept. 

Bluestem  or  prairie  grass  grew  abundantly  In  that  well-water¬ 
ed  country  and  everyone* s  cattle  roamed  the  range.  As  the  Raber 
family  grew  to  ten  children,  the  herd  of  cattle  was  also  increas¬ 
ing.  There  were  a  few  families  of  Amish  Mennonites  there  before 
Daniel  Raber  came  and  more  came  in  the  next  few  years.  In  those 
days  people  looked  for  wood,  water,  and  grass  and  this  was  a 
rough,  stony  country.  No  one  thought  It  would  ever  be  fenced 
up  but  would  always  be  ideal  for  cattle.  Time,  however,  brought 
changes.  Soon  after  they  moved  there  a  railroad  was  built  to 
Sedalia,  Mo.,  about  65  miles  from  Wheatland.  Wheatland  was  only 
a  few.  miles  from  the  Raber  homestead.  The  cattle  were  driven 
over  these  rough  roads  to  Sedalia  to  be  shipped  to  market.  The 
price  was  75  cents  to  $5.00  per  hundred.  The  hogs  were  hauled 
in  wagons  or  drove  on  foot  and  sold  at  2j  cents  a  pound. 

Daniel  Raber  had  his  wrist  thrown  out  of  joint  and  it  never 
was  straightened.  This  disqualified  him  for  army  service  that  * 
came  later  on,  but  he  was  a  sure  shot  with  his  long  18  lb.  rifle, 
making  his  own  bullets .  He  could  get  his  deer  at  400  to  500 
yards.  He  was  a  six  foot  man,  well  built,  with  blue  eyes.  At 
tnirty  years  his  hair  was  snow  white  and  from  that  time  he  went 


by  the  name  of  Uncle  Dan.  He  was  a  kind  old  man.  loved  by  his 
grandchildren.  In  i860  the  Civil  war  broke  out.  during  which 
they  experienced  four  years  of  real  hardships.  Business  was 
at  a  stand-still.  The  rebels  drove  some  of  their  stock  off 
They  learned  that  several  times  there  had  been  traps  set  to  kill 
Daniel,  but  he  felt  that  God  would  protect  him  and  he  escaped 
their  traps .  * 

One  time  the  Confederates  were  camped  near  the  Raber  home 
and  made  a  bargain  with  Mr.  Raber  for  pies,  for  which  they  want¬ 
ed  to  pay  a  good  price.  So  the  Raber  family  worked  all  night 
making  pies  and  delivered  them  to  the  camp  in  the  morning  as  had 
been  ordered,  for  the  camp  was  pulling  up  that  day.  Mr.  Raber 
went  home  feeling  fine,  with  a  pocket  full  of  money.  Later, 
however,  he  found  it  was  counterfeit. 


Mrs.  Raber  was  always  ready  to  help  neighbors  where  she  could 
She  was  called  to  act  as  mid— wife  for  miles  around,  riding  on 
horseback  or  in  a  big  wagon,  any  time  of  night  and  in  all  kinds 
ot  weather.  She  seldom  received  a  present  in  return  for  these 
people  were  usually  quite  poor.  In  1890  they  moved  to  Johnson 
County,  Mj-ssouri,  The  children  were  all  married  now  except  the 
two  youngest  sons.  —  * 


Daniel  Raber  died  October  22,  1905,  at  the  age  of  80  years, 
five  months  and  24  days.  He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  near  the 
Amish  Mennonite  Church,  one-half  mile  north  of  Medford,  Mo.,  of 
which  he  was  a  deacon.  Susanna,  Daniel* s  wife,  died  at  the  home 
of  her  son-in-law  and  daughter,  Henry  and  Jacobina  Rychner  in 
fetisvilj.e,  Ohio,  at  the  advanced  age  of  89  years.  She  was 
buried  beside  her  husband.

DESCENDANTS  OP  CHRISTIAN  W.  RABER 


Christian  V.  Raber  was  born  in  Lee  County,  Iowa.  He  moved 
to  Hickory  County,  Missouri  with  his  parents  in  1858  where  he 
had  an  kinds  of  experiences,  including  Civil  war  experiences, 
as  the  oldest  of  a  large  family  pioneering  In  a  rather  new 

oh7;  ?e  d^ov?  foup  y°ke  of  oxen  while  his  father  managed 
t?e-uf<4’rdnckJsod  Pi°w  k°  break  up  the  tough  prairie  sod.  One 
night  he  and  his  brother  Peter  heard  a  bunch  of  wild  turkeys 
in  a  grove  near  the  house  so  these  two  boys,  9  and  10  years  of 
sge,  sneaked  out  of  the  house  with  the  gun  about  2  a.m.,  bent 
^getting  a  turkey.  Finally  they  spied  a  big  gobbler  and  shot 

th?  house  shrieking  with  delight  at  their  good 
luck,  if  they  had  only  tried  they  might  have  gotten  more.  What 
,  ey  wanted  now  was  to  show  their  parents  the  gobbler.  He  never 
??  school  very  much.  The  Civil  war  broke  out  when  he  was 
only  12  years  old.  They  lived  near  the  border  line,  so  there 

bushwhacking.  People  had  to  keep  silent  about 
eir  feeling  on  the  war  or  their  life  was  endangered.  One  week

on©  side  was  camping  in  the  neighborhood,  then  before  long  the 
other  side  was  nearby.  Towards  the  close  of  the  war  the  rebels 
forced  him  to  take  his  father1 s  team  and  wagon  and  haul  a  load 
of  his  neighbor's  wheat  30  or  40  miles  to  a  mill,  and  the  next 
morning  after  unloading  he  watched  his  chance  to  make  a  get¬ 
away.  He  finally  got  home  safely.  The  next  day  the  Battle  of 
Wilson  Creek  was  fought,  the  hardest  battle  in  the  state  of 
Missouri,  He  had  to  do  most  of  the  farming,  for  his  father  had 
to  remain  in  hiding  most  of  the  time.  One  day  he  helped  a 
neighbor  move  and  on  the  way  home  near  Quincy,  Mo.,  a  drunken 
soldier  stopped  him  and  inquired  about  the  government  wagon 
sheet  they  had  on  the  wagon.  Egly,  a  young  man  with  him,  had 
words  with  the  soldier  and  was  shot.  Christian  loaded  the  dead 
man  on  the  wagon  and  drove  home,  12  miles.  A  few  months  later 
he  had  to  go  to  Springfield,  Mo.  as  an  eye  witness.  The  soldier 
was  given  an  honorable  discharge.  While  there  the  news  came  to 
Springfield  that  Abe  Lincoln  was  shot. 

Afzer  the  war  he  helped  his  father  get  things  together  again. 
Wnen  he  was  19  his  father  bought  a  16  horse  power  threshing 
machine.  The  horses  would  go  around  in  a  circle,  two  abreast  and 
one  man  standing  on  the  power  in  the  middle  with  a  long  whip  in 
hand  to  keep  them  moving.  A  rod  ran  from  the  power  to  the  thresh¬ 
ing  machine  which  was  fed  by  hand.  The  straw  had  to  be  carried 
away  by  hand  after  it  was .thrashed. 


Christian  was  full  grown  he  was  six  feet  tall,  weighed 
200  pounds,  had  gray-blue  eyes  and  heavy  black  hair.  In  1873  he 
was  baptized  in  the  Amish  Mennonite  Church  in  Hickory  County,  Mo. 
Cnristian  was  73  years  old  when  he  died.  He  was  a  prosperous 
farmer,  retired  at  50  years  of  age;  lived  a  number  of  years  in 
Holden,  Missouri.  In  1917  he  moved  to  Garden  City,  Missouri 
where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.  The  last  six  weeks  he 
suffered  much  with  cancer  of  the  liver.  He  was  a  good  father 
and  a  good  provider.  He  always  carried  with  him  a  reputation  for 
nones ty,  truthfulness  and  a  keen  sense  of  sincerity  toward  his 
x6j.low  men.  His  six  youngest  children  died  in  infancy.

DESCENDANTS  OF  ELIZABETH  RABER 


Elizabeth  Raber  was  born  in  Lee  County,  Iowa.  She  moved 
with  her  parents  to  near  Wheatland,  Mo.  in  Hickory  County,  Mo. 
where  she  married  Abraham  Gilliom.  The  home  over  which  she 
spread  her  kindliness  and  cheer  as  wife  and  mother  was  located 
on  a  farm  near  Slkton,  Mcr.  Here  was  born  the  family  of  five 
children,  who  with  their  father  were  to  be  deprived  all  too 
soon  of  the  joy  and  security  of  an  understanding  and  devout 
wife  and  mother.  In  1891  after  selling  their  first  home  the 
family  moved  to  a  farm  near  Holden,  Mo.  and  later  purchased  a- 
farm  southwest  of  Holden,  Mo.  At  the  early  age  of  thirty-nine, 
Elizabeth,  always  somewhat  frail  after  the  birth  of  her  last 
child, .passed  on  suddenly,  following  a  severe  heart  attack.

Daniel  B.  Raber  was  born  in  Lee  County,  Iowa.  His  parents 
later  moved  to  Hickory  County,  Mo.  where  he  grew  to  manhood  on 
his  father’s  ranch.  He  was  six  feet  2  inches  tall,  weighed  200 
lbs.  and  had  blue-gray  eyes.  Like  the  rest,  he  received  very 
little  education  on  the  frontier.  After  he  was  grown  he  wandered 
back  to  Ohio  where  he  met  Mary  Nafziger  of  Fulton,  County,  Ohio, 
and  she  was  willing  to  change  her  name  to  Raber.  On  Nov.  1,  1883 
they  settled  on  a  farm  near  Holden  Mo.  In  1910  he  sold  the  farm 
and  finally  located  on  a  260  acre  farm  at  Aurora,  Portage  County, 
Ohio  with  his  family.  In  1920  he  sold  all  but  ten  acres  of  his 
farm  at  Aurora,  and  later  built  a  home  on  it.  Here  he  and  his 
wife  spent  much  of  their  time  among  the  mountain  people  until 
his  wife  died.  He  then  spent  most  of  his  time  in  the  mountain 
districts  as  a  missionary  worker,  for  which  he  was  quite  well 
fitted,  since  he  was  ordained  to  the  ministry  while  still  in 
Missouri.  He  remained  in  this  line  of  work  as  long  as  his  eye¬ 
sight  permitted,  until  1936.

Samuel  W.  Raber,  the  last  of  ten  living  children  grew  to 
manhood  on  the  Wheatland  prairie.  He  was  6  ft.  and  4  inches  tall, 
and  had  blue-gray  eyes.  He  moved  with  his  parents  to  Johnson, 
and  being  the  last  child  at  home,  he  remained  with  his  parents 
and  provided  for  them  in  their  old  days.  He  was  a  good  farmer, 
always  loved  good  horses  and  generally  had  a  nice  pair  for  his 
buggy.  A  resident  of  Holden  for  more  than  60  years,  and  a  prom¬ 
inent  farmer  in  the  Rose  Hill  community,  Mr.  Raber  fell  Sat¬ 
urday  afternoon,  Nov.  12,  1955 ,  in  the  yard  at  his  home,  frac¬ 
turing  his  hip,  and  death  was  the  result  of  the  accident.  He 
was  85  years  old.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  2:00  p.  m., 

Nov.  19,  1955,  at  the  Methodist  church  with  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Wil¬ 
son,  church  pastor,  officiating.  Members  of  the  Van  Metre 
family,  from  which  Mrs.  Samuel  W.  Raber  came,  were  active  in 
the  founding  and  early  day  happenings  of  Holden.
